Officers Alleged to a 
Taken Men Off Street 
Car, Striking Them With 


Fists and Revolvers. 


Charges of unbecoming conduct 
were ordered filed today kv Chief 
of Police Gerk against Patrolmen 
Edward F. Strothenke, Anthony 
Skibicki and Frank J. Kowal of the 


Dayton Street District, who beat 
two young men the night of Mareh 
21. The formal chafges are being 
drawn by Inspector Walton and 
the poli€emén will be given a hear- 
ing before the Board of Police 
Commissioners Friday. 

“The police department will not 
condone any brutality,’’ Chief Gerk 
said. ‘‘Policemen are instructed to 
use force only where force is nec- 
essary to subdue criminals, and 
are particularly instructed against 
brutality toward citizens. 

“Our attention was called to this 
case and we had a representative 
in Police Court Saturday when the 
policemen were accused of brutali- 
ty. The transcript of testimony 
taken then will be placed beforé 
the board Friday. If brutality is 
proved, the guilty ones will be pun- 
Ished.”’ 

Louis Wilhelm, 21 years old, and 
Harry Reid, 21, both salesmen, re- 


siding at 757 Hamilton avenue, ac- 


abe policemen. Through: their 
attorney, Ellison Poulton, they 
communicated with President Or- 
rick of the Police Board and he 
promised an investigation. 

Incident on Street Car 

On the night of March 21, Wil- 
helm and Reid and two young 
women were passengers on a 
northbound Jefferson avenue car 
when Strothenke, Skibicki, Kowal 
and two other policemen boarded 
the car at Franklin avenue. Reid 
and Wilhelm were engaged in light 
conversation and laughter with 
their girl friends and occasionally 
slancing in the direction of the po- 
licemen. who were standing in 
fsont. They deny they were laugh- 
ing at the policemen. 

At Hebert street three policemen 
Started to leave the car. Reid says 
Strothenke stopped in front of him 
and said: 

“You're 
you ?”’ 

“Do you reckon,” Reid replied. 

At this, Strothenke is alleged to 
have struck Reid in the face. 
knocking him to the floor. 

Said They Were Beaten. 

Reid and Wilhelm then were 
taken from the street car to a pa- 
trol box. On the way, they alleged, 
Strothenke, Ekibicki and Wowai 
cursed and repeatedly struck thein 
with their fists and revolvers, kick- 
ing them occasionally. 

At the DaytoreStreet Station Wil- 
helm and Reid were charged with 
disorderly conduét and resisting ar- 
rest, and were released on bond. 
They were discharged Saturday by 
after he had 
heard the testimony of the police- 
men and of the two men and their 
young women friends. 

Dr. Walter E. Abel, physician 
who treated Wilhelm and Reid the 
day after their arrest, testified that 
each had a blackened eye, and 
bruises about the head and body: 
that Wilhelm had suffered a nasal 
hemorrhage and that Reid had a 
tooth broken and was dazed from 
a dent in the skull, inflicted with a 
blunt instrument. 

Deny Being Brutal, 

The policemen emphatically de- 
nied any brutality. Strothenke said 
he warned Reid to ‘‘keep quiet” in 
the street car, that Reid = struck 
him and when he grappled with 
Reid, Wilhelm twisted, his fingers. 
It was then that he drew his re- 
volver and _ the other policemen 
came to his assistance. He admit- 
ted striking Wilhelm and Reid with 
his revolver until the butt was 
loosened. 

The policemen, testified that Wil- 
helm and Reid: employed vile 
language in the street car, but ad- 
mitted no complaint had been made 
to them by the car crew or pas- 
sengers. Wilhelm and Reid  de- 
nied using offensive language.

90° Colonies, in Hives, Shipped | 

From Porto Rico to New York. 
Ry the Associated Press, 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, April 12. 
——More than 3,000,000 bees, said to 
be the largest long-distance hee mi- 
gration on record, will complete to- 
day the first leg of their journey to 
the Middle West when they reach 
New York. .They are from the. 
mountain apiaries of Penn Snyder, 
for more than. 20 years a bee 
breeder and fancier. 

Housed in modified hives, each 
of the 290 colonies carries a queen, 
an escort of workers and food for 
more than a week's journey. The 
Porto Rico Department of Agricul- 
ture describes the migration as im- 
portant, in that the island, so far 
as is known, is the only place in 
the bee world . free from “foul 
brood,” a disease which kills young 
bees in the cell. From New York 
the colonies will be sent to bee- 
keeperg in many states.

Burbank Made Several Hundred 
Plants Useful. 


Luther Burbank was considered 
by scientists as the first horticul- 
turist of all time. He performed 
more seeming wonders with plants 


than any other man whe ever Kved. 
Several hundred growths that “had 
been inferior or worthless were re- 
claimed by him for efficient uses. 
That task occupied him closely for 
14 hours a day during the greater 
part of his life. As financial gain 
for himself was at no time an ob- 
ject, he re#thed middle age com- 
paratively poor. 
The achievement regarded by 
himself and by man} others as his 
greatest was the production of 
Spineless cactus, whereby he turned 
fa rank and obnoxious growth into 
edible, nutritious forage for sheep 
and cattle. 
His first important production 
was a potato, derived from a secd 
ball from the Early Rose, which 
rarely bears seed. He gave his 
own name to the product. The seed 
sold well and he thus got his start 
at the age of 22 on a farm he had 
bought near. Lunenburg, Mass. He 
spent freely for experiments with 
fruit and vegetables on the farm, 
but made it yield him enough 80 
that in 1875 he was able to move 
to California where, according to 
his calculations, he would find a 
soil more favorable to his purposes 
than in Massachusetts. 

Made 100,000 Experiments. 
It has been estimated that Mr. 
Burbank made 100,000 or more ex- 
periments with plant life, involving 
planting, pollenating, observation 
and propagation of 1,000,000 indi- 
vidual growths. Out of this aggre- 
gate he selected 385 which he rec- 
ommended as of value to humanity. 
Some of the growths were under 
his observation for 25 years before 
he gave thém to the world. 
Some of his mast notable prod- 
ucts were the spineless blackberry, 
a new perennial rhubarb; a pea in 
which all of the crop woul ripen 
at the same time; a stoneless plum; 
the plumcot, a cross of plum and 
apricot; a peach-almond, by_som- 
bining the Wager peach ard ¢@he 
Languedoc almond; the white 
blackberry; several varieties of 
grape, one of them a white seed- 
less fruit; the “star flower,”’ sev- 
eral new poppies and the Shasta 
Daisy. 
He made a chestnut bear burrs 
in two years, as against 10 to 12 
normally.

| MEXICAN-AMERICAN AGREEMENT 

The news that the United States and Mexican Gov- 
ernments have arrived at a satisfactory understand- 
ing with regard to the property rights of American 
citizens in Mexico is gratifying. 

The Mexican Government, while no formal agree- 
ment has been entered into, has given assurances 
that the provisions of the new Constitution and the 
laws adopted in conformity with it relating to the 
vesting of all ownership of American lands and re 
sources in the Mexican Government will not be ap- 


who acquired property rights in Mexico in accord- 
ance with the Mexican laws before the adoption of 
the present Constitution. 

This has been the contention of the United States 
Government since the adoption of the new Constitu- 
tion. It was laid down definitely by Mr. Hughes, 
Secretary of State, who formulated the policy 
of the United States. He said, in effect, that 
Mexico might do what she pleased with re- 
gard to the property of her own citizens, but

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THE RAILROAD WITH THE GRAND MANNER. 


It can never be said about the men who built and 
managed the C., M. @ St. P. railroad that they did 
not do things in the grand manner. Though it lan- 
guish now in the hands of receivers, there is many 
a sparkling item in its annals. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, poking about among the ruins, is 
discovering here and there little gems of the road’s 
old-time magnificence. 

For example and ‘to-wit, with Percy Rockefeller, 
who is pictured as the former czar of the C., M. & 
St. P., on the stand, Daniel C. Grady, special counsél, 
made some revelations about the salaries paid to the 
executives of the road. He pointed out that its pres- 
ident, H. E. Byram, was first given-a salary of $60,- 
000, and that it had later been increased to $75,000. 
How was it, inquired Mr. Grady, that this princely, 
or, one might say, presidential sum should be paid 
to the president of a railroad which, with the ex- 
ception of two years, was unable to pay its carrying 
charges? Was there anything in Mr. Byram’s rec- 
ord to justify the $15,000 increase? Mr. Rockefeller 
was upable to disclose any evidence of genius on Mr. 
Byram’s part, and he modestly forebore to say that 
such fine gestures were part of the road’s tradition. 
What is a little item like Mr. Byram’s salary, any- 
way, compared with the C., M. & St. P.’s metamor- 
phosis from a plain little Mississippi Valley cocoon 
ifto a brilliant transcontinental butterfly? It was in 
1909 that that occurred. The C., M. & St. Py with 
stub ends at St. Paul, Kansas City and Omaha, de- 
cided to project its linés to the Pacific coast. The 
enlarged road might be called a billion-dollar beauty. 
From a technical standpoint, it was one of the most 
superbly constructed limes in the country. Its 500- 
mile eléctrified stretch over the Rockies was looked 
upon as one of the seven wondebs of the railroad 
world. | 

The only difficulty was that the billion-dollar 
beauty had been built through jerk-water territory. 
It was like putting up a Ritz-Carlton Hotel at Gum- 
bo, Mo. But, with plenty of bondholders’ money to 
spare, could the management of the C., M. & St. P., 
with the grand manner tradition behind it, do aught

Dr. Charles E. Shelly of the Institute of Hygiene, 
London, has the right mental attitude on measles. 
The world has long awaited a doctor who would view 
measles sensibly; some chap who could take his 
measles or leave them alone. Dr. Charles EB. Shelly 
is the man. In a sober, matter-of-fact way he told 
the London Times that all children should have meas- 
les before they are 10 years old. 

“Measles are inevitable,” said the doctor. “When 
this disease is avoided in childhood it probably will 
attack later in life, with very serious results. I 
know of a young nobleman who died from measles on 
his honeymoon. In childhood measles is a simple 
disease, easily treated.” 

What we admire, particularily in Dr. Shelly is 
his calm acceptance of the theory that measles are 
the common experience of mankind. He would not 
spare us a measie. He would open the nursery doors 
and let measles, “dread with spots,” do their worst. 
There is a time in the affairs of men—a time, we 
say, to have measles. It comes in childhood. If we 
put it off, or escape it then, measles will pursue us. 
Consider the fate of the poor British nobleman. 
Could anything be measlier than measles on one’s 
honeymoon? Nothing except to see some tall man 
from an imperial state, while in the midst of a bat- 
tle for the fate of nations, suddenly go red—and” 
totter—and fall—a victim of measles. It should not 
be! Let us embrace these relentless measles while 
young. enough to take them as a joke.

MYSTERY IN DEATH OF MAN 
FOUND UNDER CAR IN GARAGE 


Iowa Attorney Claims Body of 
Former Wealthy Business Man, 
Held in Kansas City. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Apri] 12.— 
The mystery of the death by car- 
bon monoxide poisoning of C. W. 
Marks was deepened further yes- 
terday when J. William Fox, a 
lawyer, arrived here from Daven- 
port, Ia.. and announced that he 
claimed the body for Mrs. Lola 
Marks, widow. Officials here in- 
vestigating the @éase had not known 
Marks was married. 

The body of Marks was found 
Friday afternoon in a private ga- 


rage. It was under his motor car 
which had been jacked up. The 
motor was running.- Notes left by 
him had given rise to a theory of 
suicide. 

Fox told a story of a two-year 
search for Marks extending from 
New York to Texas. The attorney 
said a fortune of between $100,000 
and $200,000 possessed by Marks 
had disappeared. 

Marks, the son of a wealthy 
Davenport wholesale grocer, left 
his home there one night leaving 
a note that he was going on a 
business trip. A few days later a 
deed to the home was delivered to 
Mrs. Marks through the mail and 
from then until his death he had 
sent her a check for $100 a month 
through his brother, Lowvis Marks, 
of Concord, Mass., who refused to 
tell of his brother’s whereabouts.
